Federal Figure Shows

Recent estimates made public at 
Washington were that not fewer than 
17,000 men and womer in «he United 
States had graduated into the mil- 
lionaire class in the last two years. 

It is estimated that not fewer than 
7,000 of their number, and possibly 
10,000, are residents of New York. 
“Big Bil” Edwards, collector of 
internal revenue, will return to the 
city early next week, when he is ex- 
pected to have accurate es on 
the percentage of increases in wealth 
and something approaching definite 
figures on the number of workers who 
left office stools to clip coupons and 
adorn mahogany topped desks. 

Huge Profits on Small Margins. 
At the office of the collector it was 
said the “ war Babies” on which many 
salaried men had had advance infor- 
mation had made it possible for them 
to invest small sums on margins and 
make unheard of profits. Women, 
many of whom had labored under no 
heavier responsibilities than handling 
limited household accounts, suddenly 
were bitten by the stock market germ 
and became possessors of untold wealth 
without definite information as to how 
it all came about. 

And the Other Side of It, 

At the same time opportunity yawns 
for the statistician, not yet uncovered, 
who shal! prepare figures on the much 
larger army of citizens who have lost | 
out in stock market speculations, who 
perhaps “made a killing” and thus 
were lured on to losses far outbalanc- 
ing their winnings. Vast numbers be- 
came sadder but wiser when the mar- 
ket dropped after our break with Ger- 
many, after the Lusitania sinking, and 
after other untoward market news.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18. 

WHILE the cost of living continues to 
ascend, the endeavors of the adminis- 
tration to evolve a reconstruction pol- 
icy designed to reduce and stabilize 
prices are becoming badly tangled. Va- 
rious bureaus of the government, each 
with a different theory, are working 
independently and often in conflict with 
each other. 

A final effort will be made to bring 
Secretary Redfield’s industrial board 
and Director General Hines of the rail- 
way administration into harmony on 
steel and coal prices as a result of a 
cablegram from President Wilson ask- 
ing them to resume negotiations and to 
reach a modus vivendi. 

The federal reserve board thinks that 
no great reduction in prices can be 
looked for until the banks are relieved 
of their volume of war loan advances. 
The labor department points out that 
after the civil war prices did not regain 
their former level for thirteen years. 

SeNaATOR Hitcucock of Nebraska re- 
ceived a cablegram from President Wil- 
son expressing gratification at re- 
ports of the favorable reception await- 
ing the amended league of nations cov- 
enant in the United States senate. The 
president’s message was in reply to a 
cable from Senator Hitchcock stating 
that the opposition in on the wane as 
a result of the changes made.

Wilson Assurance to

PARIS, April 18.—More positive con- 
firmation has been obtained of the 
guarantees furnished by President 
Wilson to satisfy the fears of France. 
It hag mot yet been. ascertained from 
any au: ‘ritative source whether the 
agregment on the president’s part has: 
been drawn formally, but all indica- 
tions are it has been set down in a 
tentative form at least. : 
Through the guarantees for the pro- 
tection for France furnished by the. 
United States and Great Britain, Pre- 
mier Clemenceau seems to have been 
successful in his persistent effort to 
bring about a balance of power align- 


ment. 
Opposed to League. 

Last December in an address in the 
chamber of deputies he indicated op- 
position to the league of nations and 
pleaded for a combination of Great 
Britain, America, Italy, and France to 
preserve the peace of the world. 

In the speeches in Manchester 
Christmas week and in Rome early in 
January, President Wilson contrasted 
the league of nations’ principle with 
the old balance of power arrangement, 
to the detriment of the latter. While 
he did not refer directly to Clemen- 
ceau’s address, his remarks were con- 
strued as intended to place him 
squarely in opposition to the Clemen- 
ceau idea.- 

Clings to Old Idea. 

With tigerlike tenacity the French 
premier has clung to his balance of 
power plan. Throughout the discus- 
sions of the lI*ague covenant the 
French representatives insisted that 
the guarantees of security furnished 
by the league were not sufficient se- 
cufity for France. France practically 
dethanded special guarantees from 
América and Britain. 

TWat she has obtained them comes 
as one of the greatest surprises of the 
peace conference, particularly in view 
of the president’s opposition to the bal- 
ance of power principle, and the doe- 
trine underlying the league of nations 
that when one country’s integrity is 
endangered by another, all the govern- 
ments in the league shall apply meas- 
ures intended to overcome the threat- 


ened aggression. 


SILENT ON “ ALLIANCE.”

U.S. ARMY REPORT 
ON TIENTSIN ROW 
ATTACKS JAPAN 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Spe- 
clal.}—The strained relations with 
Japan brought about by the clash be- 
tween American and Japanese soldiers 
at Tientsin, China, was made more 
serious today by receipt of an official 
report from Col. W. T. Wilder, com- 
manding the American soldiers at Tien- 
tsin. 

From all the indications, the case 
against the Japanese is shown in such 
light that the American government 
probably will have to demand the pun- 
ishment of the officers directly respon- 
sible for violence to the men wearing 
the uniform of the United States. In 
many respects, it was learned, Col. 
Wilder’s report of the clash is directly 
at variance with the official Japanese 
version. 

Col. Wilder cited particularly the 
wounding of Joe Rohner, a corporal 
of the Fifteenth infantry. The report’ 
declared this soldier was in the Amer- 
ican army hospital “ with his left leg 
completely paralyzed as a result of a 
bayonet stab at the base of the spine, 
| severing the nerves.” 

The wounding of Rohner, the report 
declares, is but one incident of the 
‘prutality of the Japanese involved in 
the affair. 

Col. Wilder denies flatly that the 
American soldiers started the trouble.

Germany Will Attack 
_ Again; Russia May 
Support Her3 


LONDON, April 19.—[The  corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail in Paris 
sends an interview he had with Mar- 
shal Foch, in which the marshal is. 
quoted as declaring that “our peace 
must be a peace of victors and not of 
vanquished.” 

“We must stay on the Rhine,” Mar- 
shal Foch said. “Pray impress that 
on your countrymen. It is our only 
safety and their only safety. We must 
double-lock the door. | 

“Remember, those 79,000,000 Ger. 
mans will always be a menace to us. 
They are an envious and warlike peo- 
ple. Their characteristics are not’ 
changed. Fifty years hence they will 
be what they are today. Do not trust 
the appearances of the moment.” 


Rassia May Help Foe. 

Marshal Foch then discussed with 
the correspondent the possibilities of 
another war. Asserting that what 
saved the allies at the beginning of 
the present war was Russia, he asked 
on whose side Russia would be in the 
next war, “with us or with the Ger. 
mans?” 

The marshal then argued that only 
on the Rhine itself would it be pos- 
sible to arrest the Germans in the 
event of another attack. He talked 
earnestly about the Rhine and said 
that some people would object that 
itt would take too many troops to hold 
the river. . 

“But it will not take so many as 
it would to hold a political frontier,” 
he said, “ for the Rhine may be crossed 
only at certain points, whereas a new 
political frontier to France can be 
broken anywhere. 


Means Menace to England. 

“The next time, remember the Ger- 
mans will make no mistake,” he added. 
“They will break through into north- 
ern France and seize the channel; 
ports as a base of operation against 
England. They failed the last time 
because they did not believe England 
would come in and when they found 
she was coming in it was too late 
to change their plan. 

“You think the Germans will have 
no arms for another attack! Ho! Ho! 
How do you know? By the time you 
found out they had got them, it would 


be too late.” ‘

The English have recognized that the mere en- 
actment of restrictive housing legislation solves 
only part of the problem, and they are preparing to 
build some 600,000 homes for workmen by means of 
government subsidy. A typical example is the city 
of Birmingham, which, by means of this aid, is pre- 
paring to erect 5,000 motel houses of six rooms 
each. The rental is to be 22 shillings 6 pence week- 
ly, or less than $6. The English plans were care- 
fully prepared before the end of the war by the 
ministry of reconstruction. The ministry recog- 


_. | nizes the magnitude of the task, but they remark 


with a great deal of force that “if we set out with 
that earnestness of purpose and energy: we have 
shown in the war fhis transformation of Britain 
will be accomplished.” 

In this country the need fs not so urgent as in 
Great Britain, but if the federal government had 
made any adequate plans for reconstruction some 
attention would have been paid to the housing 
problem Even now the state legislature might 
well appoint a committee or commission to investt- 
gate methods of stimulating building activity, and 
especially the erection of homes.

He 
spent his youth on an Illinois farm, was educated 
at an Illinois college, followed the path of ambi- 
tious young manhood to the city, and there gave 
his native qualities of character and practical abil- 
ity to the upbuilding of Chicago as a great com- 
mercial, financial, and social center, of the nation 
and the world. The industry, foresight, and civic 
spirit of such men made possible a progress which 
carried the west forward at a pace not equaled in 
any other national development. Upon their ac- 
complishments and in their strong faith we of to- 
day build our confident hope of the American 
fuiure.

SAVING CITY FUNDS. 

The Chicago charter authorizes and empowers 
the city council to make all appropriations for 
corporate purposes. By implication it is therefore 
the duty of the council to exercise some sort of 
supervision over municipal expenditures. No body 
of men can appropriate money intelligently unless 
they know how the money is being spent. 

The finance committee of the city council has in| 
the past endeavored to*keep a check on municipal 
expenditures. But the task is too extensive for 
a committee which is already overburdened with 
work. The proposal to create a new committee on 
efficiency and economy is, we think, deserving of 
commendation. Such a committee could devote all 
its time to problems connected with the adminis- 
tering of city funds, and it is not unlikely methods 
could be found for saving rather large sums. 

The committee need not undertake its work in 
the spirit of a public prosecutor. The best results 
can probably be obtained if the members of the 
committee are able to co-operate with the various 
department heads. 

The special value of a committee of this kind is 
that it can maintain a continuous scrutiny of the 
city’s finances. The mere fact that such a com- 
mittee was in existénce would doubtless serve to 
prevent a great deal of waste and extravagance.

Mrs. F. L. 8S. writes: “ A few days ago 
I read a letter in your column written by 
@ mother who stated her baby was not 
gaining normally by breast feeding, al- 
though she was eating everything possi- 
ble to produce good rich milk, as she 
thought. The child remained thin and 
small, You suggested that she was over- 
eating tn your reply. My experience 
might help her. I nursed my little one 
and when she ceased to gain as she 
should (about the fourth month), 1! 
changed doctors and insisted ‘upon hav- 
ing my milk tested, that we might find 
out if it lacked any nourishing quality. 
At the time I was living a normal life, 
eating nourishing food, and trying to 
live as a mother should. 

“The test showed a lack of sugar and 
fats in sufficient quantity, so my doctor 
put the baby on cow’s milk properly 
diluted, and told me to nurse her first 
at each feeding, that she might derive 
the benefit still to be had in my milk 
before taking the bottle. It was not long 
before she stopped nursing me entirely, 
but she was given the breast as long 
as she would take it. It is a strange 


thing that when a mother is only too/ 


giad and thankful to be able to nurse 
her baby and ts able to eat nourishing 
food and live a normal life at the time 
her baby is young, that nature should 
go back on her.” .

Mission a Little, but N ot | 
Too Far, Optimistic 
of the Future. ‘

cial.}J—The committees: of the Missis- 
sippi Valley association’s trade mission 
to Mexico concluded today the prepa- 
ration of reports which are more opti- 


mistic than had been expected. 
Perspective and deliberation havé 
not caused the committee to lose sight | 
of the handicaps which Mexico offers | 
to trade expansion but have convinced 
them that a profitable trade growth 
may be accomplished despite unfa- 
millar obstacles. 

. Time to Open Way. 

The committee on wholesaling and 

manufacturing sales, of which W. C. 
Alward of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. is 
chairman, says: 
“It is the opinion of the committee 
that the present is an opportune time 
for American,concérns to open the way 
for a larger and permanent trade with 
Mexico. Conditions in the country to- 
day are no worse, as far as the com- 
mittee can determine, than they have 
been for the last few years, while in 
many respects they have improved. 
Little could be gained either by indi- 
vidual business interests or by the 
country in staying out of Mexican mar- 
kets at this time, and there is much to 
be said in favor of immediately enter- 
ing that trade.” 


No Time for Loan. 


This is the opinion of all those who 
investigated opportunities for selling 
merchandise of the sort carried by the 
average city shop and of those seeking 
to purchase the products of Mexico. 
The committees would be unanimous, 
if it were politic to state the opinion
